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1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 9-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claims 9-1 1 , rejection grounds continue to be those set forth in the 
previous office action (Paper dated 10/13/06, paragraph 9). 

As per NEW dependent claims 12-14, the claims add "wherein the interpolation 
method is applied to a numerical solution of an advection-type differential equation" 
features; however, these claims do NOT meet the statutory requirements set forth in 35 
U.S.C. §101. 

2. Applicants 1 arguments filed on 10-31-03 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants, in their remarks, argue that: "[c]laims 9, 10, and 11 have been 
amended in order to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101. Because these 
claims are now directed toward a computer readable storage medium storing a 
computer program, applicant submits that these claims meet the statutory reguirements 
set forth in 35 U.S.C. §101 and respectfully requests that these claims be placed in 
condition for allowance" (emphasis added). 
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With respect to the argument, the examiner carefully reviews Applicant 1 s claimed 
invention. It is noted that applicant hasn't pointed out how/why the claim produces a 
useful, concrete, and tangible result. If the claim as a whole is reasonably interpreted 
as just solving a mathematical algorithm rather than reciting a practical application of 
the algorithm which produces a useful, concrete and tangible result, then it would be 
non-statutory. It would appear to be concrete and tangible in the context of the 
claim; however, the useful result appears lacking. Therefore, the rejection is still proper.
